In turn that will 
help Hay and doing something about the Xing assassination. 

By now Mo and John probably know and ..hat is more important understand more about 
this than any other reporters. The limes has made an investment that aa I see it earns 
for it at least a first turndown. Benefits to ua are getting rare of the truth out 
faster. To them, journalistic accomplishment. 

On our own we'll do all that ia necessary in C.A.75-1996. But it will be harder 
ant! will tako ust longer. I think timing is very important in this. So, I'm going to 
make a formal proposal to Ho, an offer to join in this suit if the Times or ho or John 
as individuals want to. If they do they'd have an exclusive with enough time because 
under the law I get first what then later becomes available to all. The ot er advantages 
to theta ere my knowledge, my files and ay big lead in being in court. This knoliedge 
will be partly on paper today if not by Monday, I hops. It means what is still withhold 
that ia covered by the action and what in addition to what you'll think of we can add. 
With Green tha judge® and with what she did to them in other FOIa cases I f*r the first 
time have this advantage with QJ and FBI. But with the Tices joined in any way, then 
there will be, I tknk, a real internecine struggle in which the lawyers and the agants 
will bo rare willing to give up what has bean sequestered. 

I'll wait Several days for a decision and if it in negative, after their series 
appears will make the proposal elsewhere. 

% feeling ia that tha way things are going and with what the Tines doesn't 
know but I'll explain to Mo, the Post is off on another an- they think will be big 
and the Times has already blown, the Times may not want to stop with a couple of stories 
that merely blows the case. I think they might well want to bo in a position to do what 
the Congre : aioaal committees have not yet dons or corns to. 

I don't anticipate the possibility of any of this being adverse to Hay’s interest.

Nobody lias tumbled to what they ar doing of 
this nature in the Rosenberg case, not from what has been printed that I've seen.) 

I see aa a possibility also, wit; or without them, the possibility if not the 
probability of felony charges being filed ana considered and a step toward solving the 
£ oriso itself. If this would worst l*a prepared to go farther, nastily.
